A new look for an old wall 


Dalia — 


This month, my office is collaborating with our community partners to take back the stucco wall along 
Chapman Street that has been a canvas for taggers for many years in the Drew/Estara neighborhood. 

I am working with neighborhood volunteers and the Los Angeles Beautification Team (LABT) to clean the 
area around the Chapman wall, plant creeping fig, and install an irrigation system to help the vine grow 
and prevent the structure from future vandalism. 

Forest Lawn Cemetery has generously agreed to install a recycled water line that will run from its 
property to Chapman Street. This will allow LABT to maintain the area and water the vines. When 
everything is finished, a total of 1 380 feet of green vines will provide coverage to deter graffiti. I know you 
share my excitement about this latest neighborhood improvement. 

I have worked in the Glassell Park community for more than a decade to rid the area of crime. Together, 
we razed a known gang house and created a community garden, made significant improvements to the 
tree canopy that lines Drew Street, and planted 70 trees along Fletcher Drive. My CD13 Clean Team also 
conducts a weekly cleanup in the area and the Department of Sanitation has provided additional trash 
bins to assist in these efforts. We are all partners in improving our neighborhoods. 

In addition to our great community partners, I also want to extend my appreciation to neighborhood 
prosecutor Gabrielle Taylor from the City Attorney’s office for her work in the 13th District. The 
collaboration between my office and Gabrielle has helped improve the quality of life for all of my Glassell 
Park constituents. 

The beautification of the Chapman wall will take place on November 21. If you would like to help, please 
contact my Glassell Park field deputy Hector Vega at 21 3-207-301 5.

As we prepare to settle in with family, friends, and a delicious Thanksgiving dinner, I would like to share 
some gratitude for the investment in time and resources that made several events possible this past 
week across the great 13th District. 

I want to thank... 

• The architecture firm, FSY Architects, that unveiled its new work across several blocks in Elysian 
Valley. The buildings are preserving the character of the community and breathing new life into the 
area by creating a home for entrepreneurs such as Lauren & Peter Lemos who just opened Wax 
Paper, the first restaurant in Elysian Valley. 

• The tremendous volunteerism by the Northeast Youth Council who helped the Los Angeles 
Beautification Team plant 240 creeping fig vines across a Glassell Park wall that has historically 
been subject to graffiti. I also want to thank Forest Lawn Cemetery for being a great community 
partner and providing the irrigation to water the plants. 

• The Youth Policy Institute, and the dozens of residents who turned out at Lemon Grove Park to 
participate in a neighborhood cleanup and tree planting event, along with Senior Lead Officer 
Eddie Guerra from the Los Angeles Police Department's Hollywood Division who helped remove a 
huge pile of bulky items that were illegally dumped by the 101 Freeway. 

• Carlos Sosa who funds the organization Community Intervention Through Youth (C.l.T.Y.xl) with 
his own money to produce an annual holiday event that provides meals to homeless LGBT youth 
in Hollywood. 

• The parents from Larchmont Charter School, who sent several emails to my office concerned 
about the safety of their kids crossing Vine Street. I made the intersection at Waring Avenue a 
priority for a signal and crosswalk, and identified funding for the project. 

• Bonnie Brae Village, The Playhouse Group, Covenant House, L.O.V.E Foundation among others 
for providing thousands of Thanksgiving meals across the District. 

This is just a snapshot of what’s happening in our district. I could go on and on because what makes the 
1 3th District so great is the people who so freely give of their time and resources to help others. I am so 
grateful to have partners like you in our communities.
